Hillsdale man 
arraigned 
after lengthy 
standoff in 
Mancelona 


On 
Thursday 
morning, 
August 27, 
2020 troop- 
ers from 
the Michi- 
gan State 
Police 
(MSP) Gay- 
lord Post 
and Hometown Security 
Team (HST) responded to a 
fleeing suspect driving a 
white Ford F-150 truck with a 
red topper who had assaulted 
a Petoskey Public Safety Offi- 
cer. Troopers located the sus- 
pect vehicle traveling 
southbound on US-131 near 
Baumann Road. Troopers fol- 
lowed the suspect vehicle 
traveling 55 mph into Antrim 
County. Stop sticks had been 
set up across US-131 and the 
suspect stopped his vehicle. 
Officers from Mancelona and 
Bellaire Police Departments 
assisted in blocking the sus- 
pect in using patrol vehicles. 
After refusing to exit the ve- 
hicle the suspect then 
rammed a Mancelona Police 
Department vehicle and fled. 
One of the suspect’s tires was 
deflated by the stop sticks as 
he drove over them. Police 
gave chase and the suspect 
eventually stopped in the 
parking lot of the Church of 
Christ on US-131. 

The suspect refused to exit 
the vehicle and a standoff, 
that lasted approximately 
eight hours, began. There 
were four children inside the 
vehicle with the suspect. The 
MSP Emergency Support 
Team (EST) and MSP Bomb 
Squad responded to the 
scene. The suspected refused 
to surrender after speaking 
with an MSP negotiator. The 
MSP EST extricated the sus- 
pect from the vehicle and res- 
cued the four children. 

After his arrest troopers lo- 
cated a 9mm handgun, a .357 
revolver, an over-under

August is Immunization Awareness Month 


Today, Governor Gretchen 
Whitmer issued proclama- 
tions declaring August as Im- 
munization Awareness 
Month and Pet Immuniza- 
tion Awareness Month. As 
flu season approaches, the 
governor is highlighting the 
importance of all Michigan- 
ders getting vaccinated to 
protect against infectious 
diseases.

owner, I want everyone to 
understand how crucial it is 
for Michiganders to get their 
pets vaccinated so we can 
prevent more illness.

Meanwhile, Matt Maguire, a

Union in New York. The 
Central Labor Union actually 
drafted a Labor Day proposal 
and set up a committee to 
plan events. 

Figuring out who should 
be credited with the whole 
Labor Day concept turns out 
to be a bit.. laborious. 

Other Labor Day trivia: 

- The first Labor Day was 
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cine last year, the governor is 
setting a goal of achieving a 
33 percent increase in flu 
vaccination this season, 
which means more than 1 
million people over last flu 
season. 

Additionally, the Michigan 
Department of Health and 
Human Services (MDHHS) 
launched their own flu vac- 
cine campaign — Facing the 
Flu Together — that encour- 
ages Michiganders to get 
vaccinated. The state’s I Vac- 
cinate campaign is also 


celebrated on September 5, 
1882 in New York...though it 
was a Tuesday. 

- The original thought for 
celebrating Labor Day was to 
have community parades and 
festivals recognizing workers 
and their families. No men- 
tion of hot dogs, soda and 
beers by the lake. 

- Labor Day, Labour Day or 
International Workers’ Day 
is celebrated at some point 
during the year in over 80 
countries. 

- Labor Day is widely 
viewed as the end of the sum- 
mer season here in the U.S. 
and has become a huge retail 
sales event, much like Presi- 
dent’s Day, though much of 
that may be online this year. 

This Monday please take a 
few moments to step back 
from the grill, pull the shop- 


working to educate residents 
about the safety of vaccinat- 
ing. In an effort to help par- 
ents protect their children 
from all serious vaccine-pre- 
ventable diseases, I Vacci- 
nate provides the facts 
parents need to make in- 
formed decisions about vac- 
cinations. 

Over the past five months 
Michigan’s health care work- 
ers have been on the front- 
lines of the COVID-19 
response. The virus has put a 
strain on many hospitals, 
many of which cannot afford 
a surge in hospitalizations. 
Recently, the governor pro- 
tected Michiganders from 
COVID-19 by requiring indi- 
viduals to wear a face cover- 
ing whenever they are in an 
indoor public space. 

Pet vaccinations are safest 
when administered by a vet- 
erinarian, Michigan law re- 
quires them to be 
administered by, or under 
the supervision, of a licensed 
veterinarian, and it is impor- 
tant to consult with them on 
how often a pet should be 
vaccinated because factors 
such as breed, age, health, 
lifestyle, and travel habits 
can affect their recommen- 
dations.

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MDHHS urges residents 
to get flu vaccine 


The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Health and Human 
Services (MDHHS) an- 
nounced it is launching a 
statewide media campaign 
encouraging Michiganders 
to get their flu vaccine this 
fall and help prevent an out- 
break of a second communi- 
cable disease that — with 
COVID-19 still very much a 
concern — could put our 
state's economy and health 
care system at greater risk. 

Last flu season, an esti- 
mated 3.2 million people in 
Michigan received a flu vac- 
cine as documented in the 
Michigan Care Improve- 
ment Registry (MCIR). 
While reporting doses to the 
MCIR is strongly encour- 
aged, it is not mandatory for 
adults aged 20 years and 
older. The state has set a 
goal of achieving a 33 per- 
cent increase in flu vaccina- 
tion this season, which 
means more than 1 million 
people over last flu season. 
To accurately reflect how 
many Michiganders are re- 
ceiving flu vaccine this sea- 
son, reporting all doses to 
the MCIR is vital. 

The vaccine is already 
available in some parts of 
Michigan, with an ample 
supply expected across the 
state and nation starting in 
early fall. 

“Tt’s more important than 
ever for Michiganders 
everywhere to get your flu 
vaccine. Preventing the flu 
will help us save lives and 
preserve the health care re- 
sources we need to continue 
fighting COVID-19,” said 
Gov. Gretchen Whitmer. 
“Every flu-related hospital- 
ization we see this season 
will put an additional strain 
on Michigan’s economy and 
our health care systems and 
hospitals. Our hospitals are 
still reeling from the spring 
COVID-19 hospitalizations 
and are working to prepare 
for a potential second wave 
of the virus. I encourage 
everyone to get their flu vac- 
cine, and tell your friends 
and family to do the same.” 

The flu vaccine campaign 
— Facing the Flu Together — 
will include multiple media 
sources including TV and 
connected TV, social and 
digital media, podcasts, 
print and radio advertising. 
Ads and messages will 
begin Aug. 31 and reach au- 
diences across Michigan, in- 
cluding targeting the most 
vulnerable and at-risk popu- 
lations. An updated flu vac- 
cine website at 
Michigan.gov/Flu also 
launched today with com- 
prehensive resources with 
more information soon to be 
added.

season, the nation recorded 
39 to 56 million estimated 
cases of the flu, 18 to 26 mil- 
lion medical visits due to 
the flu and nearly half a 
million flu hospitalizations. 
Despite its comparison to 
the common cold, the flu is 
a very serious and poten- 
tially deadly disease, espe- 
cially for children, older 
people and people with 
chronic health conditions. 
Last season, 187 children 
died from the flu in the 
United States, including six 
children in Michigan. 

“There is a lot of misin- 
formation about the flu and 
the flu vaccine, but the sci- 
ence is clear: the flu can be 
deadly, and there are steps 
that we can take to protect 
against it,” said Dr. Joneigh 
Khaldun, MDHHS chief 
deputy for health and chief 
medical executive. “That’s 
why as a parent and a doc- 
tor, Imake sure myself and 
my children are protected 
each year with a flu vaccine 
for their safety, and for my 
patients, friends and com- 
munity.” 

To support the effort to 
get Michiganders vacci- 
nated against the flu, the 
Michigan Health & Hospital 
Association, Michigan Pri- 
mary Care Association and 
the Franny Strong Founda- 
tion joined Governor Whit- 
mer and MDHHS in calling 
on residents to get vacci- 
nated. Michigan’s health 
care system, hospitals and 
health clinics will be ramp- 
ing up efforts to vaccinate 
for the flu this fall and 
throughout the season. 

Additionally, the state’s I 
Vaccinate campaign is 
working to educate resi- 
dents about the safety of 
vaccinating. In an effort to 
help parents protect their 
children from all serious 
vaccine-preventable dis- 
eases, I Vaccinate provides 
the facts parents need to 
make informed decisions 
about vaccinations. 

As the flu vaccine be- 
comes available, Michigan- 
ders should contact their 
local health departments, 
physicians and pharmacies 
to schedule a time to get the 
flu shot, and to seek out 
credible sources like IVacci- 
nate.org for answers to vac- 
cine questions. For more 
information about the flu, 
visit Michigan.gov/Flu.

The Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan is re- 
porting 2 new confirmed case 
on September 1 in Emmet (1) 
and Otsego (1) counties.

Last week we offered free 
community testing with the 
support of the National 
Guard. Over the two-day pe- 
riod we were able to adminis- 
ter 342 total COVID-19 tests, 
235 at the Emmet County 
Fairgrounds and 107 at the 
East Jordan site. Of these 
tests there were 9 total posi- 
tive tests. 

As many students begin 
heading back to school both 
virtually and in-person, we 
must be reminded that we 
will encounter COVID-19 in 
our school communities. We 
have been working closely 
with our local school dis- 
tricts to ensure that all neces- 
sary precautions and safety 
measures are being taken to 
protect students, staff and 
families.

Safe breaking is a felony 
with a maximum sentence 
of life in prison. Breaking 
and entering with intent to 
commit larceny is a felony 
with a maximum of 10 
years in prison. Larceny in 
a building is a four-year 
felony and malicious de- 
struction of person prop- 
erty $200 or more but less 
than $1,000 is a misde- 
meanor with a maximum 
penalty of one year in jail. 

Any sentences for the of- 
fenses would likely be 
served concurrently. The 
charges against Rossman 
are merely allegations and 
he is presumed innocent 
unless and until he is 
proven guilty.

Great Lakes Energy 
members re-elect 
three Board Members 


Great Lakes Energy 
(GLE) members elected 
three board members to the 
cooperative’s board of direc- 
tors on August 26th, 2020. 
Incumbent directors Ric 
Evans of Ellsworth, Larry 
Monshor of Gaylord, and 
Dale Farrier of Kalkaska 
were re-elected from dis- 
tricts three, four, and five, 
respectively, to represent the 
members of Great Lakes En- 
ergy. District 4 had one chal- 
lenger, Shelly Pinkelman of 
Frederic. 

Evans received 218 votes, 
Larry Monshor received 455 
votes, and Farrier received 
202 votes. Challenger Shelly 
Pinkelman in district 4 re- 
ceived 214 votes. 

GLE members in voting 
districts 3 (Antrim County), 
4 (Crawford, Montmorency, 
Oscoda, and Otsego coun- 
ties), and 5 (Grand Traverse, 
Kalkaska, Manistee, Mis- 
saukee, and Wexford) re- 
ceived their mail-in ballot in 
the July/August issue of 
Michigan Country Lines. 
Voters returned their ballots 
to a private CPA firm by Au- 
gust 20th, and results were 
announced August 26th at 
the GLE annual meeting. 

Unlike investor-owned 
utilities, GLE is a not-for- 
profit business owned by its 
consumer-members. Board 
members are chosen by 
members, not staff, with 
each member’s vote carry- 
ing equal weight. The coop- 
erative conducts an annual 
meeting to update members 
on the progress made during 
the past year and to an- 
nounce the results of direc- 
tor elections. 

GLE provides electricity 
to roughly 120,000 members 
in 26 counties along the west 
side of the lower peninsula.
